At one of the meetings two city
men were parked in a car and were taking names of those who attended one of the
meetings. The Mayor explained the policy as set out by the Council. The City
Attorney read Section 7.8 of the Personnel Policies which cover grievances of
employees and prescribed the procedure to be followed. The Mayor stated if any
city employee thought he was being intimidated to go to the City Manager; and if
he were not sabtisfled and wanted an appeal, the Council would be glad to hear
him.

"(5) That all filling station improvements, pump islands, driveways,
ramps, gubters, sidewalks, and curbs shall he congtructed of concfete at the
expense of the spplicant as set forth upon the plan, hereto attached, which
plan bears the Department of Public Works file number 2 - H - 1556.

"(6) Expansion joints shall be constructed as shown upon the plan,
hereto attached, marked 2 --H - 1556 and shall be of the pre-moulded type.
